THE SAMOAN SITUATION AND NEWS. 


The Samoan news is not of a startling 
character, but the advices are not the less 
interesting. 
The opposing native forces 
ia v e not changed their positions, and the 
Germans have not ceased to comfort and 
assist the rebels. 
The chief German offi­ 
cial is actually acting as Tamessese’s Treas­ 
urer, and the German officials still recog­ 
nize the ex-Yice-King as the lawful Kiug, 
ignore Mataafa, aud treat his claims with 
derision. 
A remarkable fact is recited in 
i'.ie advices that may give color to the pro­ 
ceedings of the Commission now* sitting in 
Carlin—that is, that the German Consul- 
General declares that the declaration of 
war by Germany against Mataafa is still in 
force, and that he lias received no orders 
to suspend or withdraw it. 
It is difficult 
to understand how Prince liismarek can 
make this fact chime with his declaration 
that the home Government had not au­ 
thorized the declaratiou of war, and that 
orders had been sent disavowing any de­ 
crees of that character. 
On the 17th of April Admiral Kimberly 
issued a proclamation advising both the 
native leaders to abandon the contest, de­ 
clare an amnesty, and submit to arbitra­ 
tion, or rather to the decision of the Ber­ 
lin conference. 
To 
this proclamation 
Mataafa returned a reply promptly, saying 
that he desired peace, aud so far as he was 
concerned the war was at an end, for he 
would not again attack Tamessese, but if 
he was assailed he would defend himself. 
H e accepted the proposition of the Ad­ 
miral, but added that he preferred that the 
United States would exercise control in 
Samoa, “then all would be peace and pros­ 
perity, and the people would labor in the 
fields and no more contend;” but against 
establishment of the triple rule of the 
three powers, Germany, England and the 
I'nlted States, he protested—that, he l>e- 
lieved, would not be tolerated. 
Tamessese 
on his part rejected the proposal of the 
Admiral, but replied that he desired peace 
•. 'so. and that the way to secure it was for 
Mataafa with his G,o00 men to walk over to 
Tamessese’s fort, where he has 800 men 
herded, and surrender under the promise 
that there should be inflicted no severe 
punishment. 
This amiable proposition 
was, of course, say the reporters on the 
gtuund, l acked by German instructions, 
for the rebel leader distinctly stated to 
them that he expected aid as soon as the 
new German war ships should arrive, and 
then fighting would be renewed. 
From all this it is clear that German 
intrigue in Samoa has not ceased, and that 
despite 
promise 
and protestation, the 
scheme to gain absolute control of the 
..-■lands is to be continued by Germany. 
The dispatches of yesterday stated that 
the Berlin conference has agreed upon one 
or more points that have been at issue in 
their deliberations, and one of these agree­ 
ment.- is to the effect that the question 
who of the native Chiefs shail rule in Sa­ 
moa shall now be settled b / tlie voice of 
the Samoan people, by which we infer that 
«popular vote shall he had. 
But such 


h a s been the double dealing of the German 
officials in this whole Samoan matter that 
no one will be justified in placing inplicit 
reliance in the election referred to, if the 
German officer- in Apia have any exclu­ 
sive part in the holding of the election 
r.ad unless the representatives of the other 
p.iwera exercise equal authority in the sti- 
c rvision of the polls. 
1 n other words, 
since it is conceded that under the opera­ 
tion of a free ballot Mataafa will be 
•chosen by an enormous majority, we do not 
I relieve that Germany has consented to 
peaceful submission of the matter, except 
there is entertained by her wily politicians 
an i 
shrewd commercial 
agents some 
scheme for manipulating the ballot. 
As 
the corrupt politician would put it, with 
-defeat certain under a fair ballot and an 
honest count, there is lmt one thing to do 
and that is to “ steal the election.” 


T H E SCOTT ACT. 


T he Supreme Court of the United Mates 
lias declared the Scott Exclusion Act to 
be constitutional, and has thus affirmed 
the [rower of Ccrugress, by legislation, to 
abrogate a treaty. 
The Court adds that it 
is not within the province of the judicial 
branch of the Government to inquire into 
the propriety ”f such action, since it is a 
p litical prerogative of Congress. 
The 
Act referred to provides for the exclusion 
o f Chinese laborers after a certain date, 
■Whether they hold 
return 
certificates 
isiued under the provisions of an earlier 
treaty and the laws enacted in accordance 
therewith, or not. 
This settles a vexed 
question for all time, and removes from 
the field of political contention a very an­ 
noying subject. 
In California the effect 
w ill be to give to the anti-Chinese senti­ 
m ent new vitality, and to quicken the 
epirit of determination to exclude the un­ 
desirable element, and to renew and in­ 
crease the vigilance exercised, for a time 
to prevent the surreptitious entry of the 
immigrants against whom 
the bill is 
aimed. 
The excepted classes to whom the 
bill does not apply are few, and it is not 
likely that there will be much of an at­ 
tempt made to pass in Chinese laborers 
under the guise of the exceptions. 
The 
efforts to introduce the forbidden laborers 
w ill be made chiefly along our borders, 
-and at Southern and Eastern ports, where 
the importers of these servitors may have 
reason to believe vigilance will not be ex­ 
ercised to exclude them. 
Another effect 
« f the aifir; .ation of the decision of the 
Court below will be to make the labor of 
the skilled Chine e workers already here 
jum p up to • m- thing nearer the level of 
tiro wages c -ci tial to the white worker. 
T hat it, to reduce to n nominal point 01 
friction ihe 
mpetilion between the white 
laborers of the coast and the Chinese 
laborer?. 
Such a result will be beneficial 
to the white laborer, though it will operate 
also, for a time, to make something of a 
stringency in the l.dmr market in the heat 
•of busy seasons.

THAT DANGEROUS DRAFT. 


The regular meeting of the Board 
of City Trustees took place yesterday. 
E. H. Williams, Chief Engineer of the 
Water Works, reported that during the 
past week 27,589,000 gallons of water had 
been pumped. Running time of the Holly 
pump 149 hours, and of the Stevens pump 
33* hours. 
THE HAMILTON MONUMENT. 
E. DeForest addressed the Board relative 
to the removal of the remains of Colonel 
W. S. Hamilton from the small plat now 
occupied to a more sightly location in the 
City Cemetery. Colonel Hamilton, he said, 
was the son of Alexander Hamilton, of 
the revolutionary era. He died in Sacra­ 
mento in 1850, and was buried in the City 
Cemetery. Some friends erected a stone to 
his memory, on which it is recited that he 
bore a striking resemblance to his illustri­ 
ous father. Colonel Hamilton was a distin­ 
guished soldier of the nation, and an intel­ 
lectually brilliant man. His grave is liable, 
if not cared for, to be lost tv decay of the 
stone at its head, by the leveling process of 
time and the crowded condition oí the plat 
where his remains are deposited. Observ­ 
ing this. Mr. BeForest wrote to his nephew, 
General Schuyler Hamilton of New York, 
a distinguished soldier of the Rebellion 
and a literary man of prominence, saying 
he would bind himself to secure a plat for 
the body and have it inclosed and covered 
with masonry if the the family, such few as 
remain, would mark the spot appropriately. 
He read a letter from General Hamilton, 
saying that be and his brother would, to 
the ability of their means, provide a mon­ 
ument: and with it a broaze medallion of 
Alexander Hamilton, and asking an im­ 
mediate reply with suggestions as to cost 
of monument. Mr. DeForest asked the 
Board to exchange the plat where the 
Colonel s remains are interred foroneabout 
ten by ten feet in the center of the new plat 
of the cemetery and remove the ashes of 
the dead soldier thereto, and he would see 
to it that the monument to be provided 
by General Hamilton would be erected. 
He thought it would be an honor to the 
city to have a monument related to the 
illustrious Hamilton so erected and be­ 
come a central object in the new plat oí the 
public ground, and respectfully asked that 
his petition be granted. Mayor Gregory 
indorsed his remarks, and putting the 
question to the Board the order was unan­ 
imously made. 
STREET MATTERS. 
E. J. Crely appeared before the Board 
and asked that they decide on a grade for 
Seventh street, from’K to L, as he desired 
to build a barn on the corner of the alley, 
and did not want to have the floor below 
the grade of the street. Trustee McLaugh­ 
lin will attend to the request. 
The Mayor read an opinion of City At­ 
torney Church in regard to the protest 
made by the Pacific Pavement Company 
against the improvement of the alley be­ 
tween Sixth and Seventh, J and K streets, 
wit)- granite blocks. The above company 
held, at the last meeting, that the proceed­ 
ings of the Board were irregular in regard 
to the matter, and that they had agreed to 
pave the alley with bituminous rock, and 
not granite blocks. In his opinion the 
City Attorney held that the proceedings of 
the Board were regular. The last order 
made in regard to the matter was to adver­ 
tise for bids tor paving the alley with either 
bituminous rock or granite blocks, and to 
award the contract to the lowest bidder. 
Acting under this opinion, the contract 
was awarded to James Tooby. 
TELEGRArn AND TELEPHONE WIRES. 
The ordinance in regard to the attaching 
of telephone and telegraph wires to the 
tops of houses was taken up. read a second 
time and submitted to the Board for pas­ 
t sage. Representatives of the companies 
I here, as weil as a number of parties who 
wanted the ordinance passed, were present. 
Several of the property-owners who had 
wires attached to their houses said thev 
would not care if they were first notified 
by the companies that the lines were to be 
attached, but they did not want to make a 
visit to their roofs and find a net-work of 
wires running across so thick that it 
caused one a good deal of trouble to get 
around the roof if they wished to make re­ 
pairs. 
The representatives of the telephone and 
telegraph lines said that they had never 
refused to remove wires from houses when 
they were told or ordered to do so, and thev 
had always complied with all such requests 
within ten days. As the proposed ordinance 
read, property-owners might take a notion 
to cut the wires and produce somewhat of 
a “ sm ashcp' with the lines. They thought 
tbe ordinance unnecessary. 
Trustee McLaughlin wished time to con­ 
sider tbe matter, and the passage of the 
ordinance was laid over for one week

AN OFFENSIVE CIRCUS. 
Police officer Rider notified the Board 
that the cii< us which has been running in 
the vacant piece of ground at Seventh and 
K streets had been removed to Third street, 
near China slough. Complaint had been 
made by tbe congregation of tbe Seventh- 
street M. E. Church. 
DANGER FROM AN OIL TANK. 
The Mayor notified the Board that the 
oil tank belonging to the Standard Oil 
Company near the foot of K street was a 
dangerous thiug to property in the vicinity. 
Tramps were in the habit of smoking and 
cooking in close proximity to it. and a 
fearful conflagration would’ be the result 
if ever tbe oil would become ignited. 
Steamers, wharves and everything in the 
vicinity would be consumed. 
Tbe Board will consult with the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company and see if a more suitable 
place can not be found for the tank. 
CANCELED BONDS FOUND. 
The May r notified the Board that $34,­ 
700 worth of canceled bonds of 1860 and 
1861 had been found by the County Treas­ 
urer, and it was ordered that they be 
turned into the City Treasury.

BOILERS o r THE WATER WORKS. 
The following report of the Boiler In­ 
spector of the Hartford Steam Boiler In­

The colliers at Waldcuburg, silesia, have gone 
out oa a strike. Sixty striking miners of the 
' “rinee hegeul's Colliery at Broheim decided to 
resume w ort to-day, but were prevented from 
dning so bv their fel'ow-workmen, who drove 
them away from the pits with shovels aud 
curses. Tlxe military was summoned, and on 
their arrival a biiarp tight took place betweeu 
the soldiers aud the strikers, the latter being 
finally uireieretd. 
A council ol the Prussian Ministry was held 
to day to consider the question of the strike of 
the cóal minéis. Bismarck presided. Emperor 
William took an active pait in the deliberations. 
It is reported that the council decided to sum­ 
mon to Berlin a deputation of mine-owners aud 
miners and submit the dispute to arbitration of 
the Government. The Emperor received ^cbree­ 
der, Bund and Siegel, the Westphalian commit­ 
tee of delegates of 100,000 miners.
